DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 1 objected to because of the following informalities: an extra *the' before 
the word 'where' in line 2. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims do not have a tangible result. As such, they are non-statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3 and 10 recite the limitation "elected" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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For the purposes of this Office Action, Examiner has read 'the elected storage 
space' as 'the selected storage space'. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1.4-8, and 11-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tichy ("Design, implementation, and evaluation of a Revision Control System") in 
view of Kim (US Pre-Grant Publication 2003/01 1 9501 ). 

As to claim 1 , Tichv teaches: 

A method of providing a system version (see page 58, column 2, paragraph 1 ) 

Tichv does not teach: 

Associated with a communications system 

Kim teaches: 

Associated with a communications system (see paragraphs [0003] and [0010]) 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified Tichv by the teaching of Kim, since Kim 
teaches "when thusly changed cell configuration is not properly reflected on the home- 
zone list, the subscriber is not able to make calls normally within the home-zone region. 
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or is charged of wrong phone fees" (see paragraph [0008]). It would also have been 
obvious to have used a communication system database of Kim with the revision control 
system of Tichv , since Tichv recites "a revision is created by manually changing a 
document, usually by means of a text editor. RCS can be used for any type of text, in 
particular programs and documentation" (see page 58, column 2, paragraph 1) 
Tichv as modified teaches: 

Wherein there is a plurality of different system versions (see Tichv page 63, 
figure 2), specifying data relating to the communications system, associated with the 
communications system (see Kim paragraphs [0003] and [0010]), the system versions 
being represented by nodes in a genealogy tree (see Tichv page 63, figure 2) with 
respective change logs defining changes made between system versions of linked 
nodes (see Tichv page 62, column 1, heading 3. "To conserve space, RCS stores 
deltas rather than complete revisions"), the method comprising: 

Selecting a system version to be provided (see Tichv page 63, column 1 , 
paragraph 2); 

Selecting a storage space (see Tichv page 62, column 2, paragraph 4. The 
newest revision is stored intact, and will be chosen as the starting point for creating 
other revisions); 

Determining a path through the genealogy tree from a node of the tree previously 
associated with the selected storage space to the node of the system version selected 
to be provided (see page 63, column 1, paragraph 2); and 
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Applying, to the system version corresponding to the node previously associated 
with the selected storage space, those operation change logs present on the 
detennined path through the genealogy tree, thereby providing the selected version 
(see page 63, column 1, paragraph 2 "Regenerating a revision on a side branch 
proceeds as follows. First, copy the latest revision on the trunk; second, apply reverse 
deltas until the fork revision for the branch is obtained; third, apply fon^^ard deltas until 
the desired revision is reached"). 

As to claim 4, Tichv as modified teaches wherein the storage space is in a 
database (see page 58, column 2, paragraph 1 and page 58, section 2 ''Design of 
RCS"). 

As to claim 5, Tichv as modified teaches wherein the communications system is 
a cellular communications system (see Kim paragraphs [0003] and [0010]). 

As to claim 6, Tichv as modified teaches wherein the system versions define 
system configurations of the communications system (see Kim paragraphs [0003] and 
[0010]). 

As to claim 7, Tichv as modified teaches a storage medium storing processor 
implementable instructions for controlling a processor to carry out the method of claim 1 
(see pages 58-59, section 2, "Design of RCS"). 
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As to claim 8, Tichv teaclies apparatus for providing a system version (see page 
58, column 2, paragraph 1) 

Ticliv does not teach associated with a communications system 
Kim teaches associated with a communications system (see Kim paragraphs 
[0003] and [0010]). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified Tichv by the teaching of Kim, since Kim 
teaches "when thusly changed cell configuration is not properly reflected on the home- 
zone list, the subscriber is not able to make calls normally within the home-zone region, 
or is charged of wrong phone fees" (see paragraph [0008]). It would also have been 
obvious to have used a communication system database of Kim with the revision control 
system of Tichv , since Tichv recites "a revision is created by manually changing a 
document, usually by means of a text editor. RCS can be used for any type of text, in 
particular programs and documentation" (see page 58, column 2, paragraph 1) 

Tichv as modified teaches wherein there is a plurality of different system versions 
(see Tichv page 63, figure 2), specifying data relating to the communications system, 
associated with the communications system (see Kim paragraphs [0003] and [0010]), 
the system versions being represented by nodes in a genealogy tree (see Tichv page 
63, figure 2) with respective change logs defining changes made between system 
versions of linked nodes (see Tichv page 62, column 1 , heading 3. "To conserve space, 
RCS stores deltas rather than complete revisions"), the apparatus comprising: 
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Means for selecting a system version to be provided (see Tichv page 63, column 
1 . paragraph 2); 

Means for selecting a storage space (see Tichv page 62, column 2, paragraph 4. 
The newest revision Is stored intact, and will be chosen as the starting point for creating 
other revisions); 

Means for determining a path through the genealogy tree from a node of the tree 
previously associated with the selected storage space to the node of the system version 
selected to be provided (see page 63, column 1 , paragraph 2); and 

Means for applying, to the system version corresponding to the node previously 
associated with the selected storage space, those operation change logs present on the 
determined path through the genealogy tree, thereby providing the selected system 
version (see page 63. column 1 , paragraph 2 "Regenerating a revision on a side branch 
proceeds as follows. First, copy the latest revision on the trunk; second, apply reverse 
deltas until the fork revision for the branch is obtained; third, apply fonA/ard deltas until 
the desired revision is reached"). 

As to claim 1 1 , Tichv as modified teaches further comprising a database, the 
database being the where the storage space is located (see page 58, column 2, 
paragraph 1 and page 58, section 2 "Design of RCS"). 

As to claim 12, Tichv as modified teaches adapted for use in a cellular 
communications system (see Kim paragraphs [0003] and [0010]). 
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As to claim 13, Tichv as modified teaclies wherein tlie system versions define 
system configurations of the communications system (see Kim paragraphs [0003] and 
[0010]). 

As to claim 14, Tichv as modified teaches an operations and maintenance centre 
comprising apparatus according to claim 8 (see page 58, column 2, section 2, "Design 
of RCS"). 

7. Claim 2-3 and 9-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tichv ("Design, implementation, and evaluation of a Revision Control System") in view 
of Kim (US Pre-Grant Publication 2003/01 1 9501 ), and further in view of Farber et aL 
(US Pre-Grant Publication 2003/0217027). 

As to claim 2, Tichv as modified teaches a method according to claim 1 . 

Tichv as modified does not teach wherein as part of the step of selecting a 
storage space, an active system version is deactivated, thereby freeing the selected 
storage space. 

Farber et al . teaches wherein as part of the step of selecting a storage space, an 
active system version is deactivated, thereby freeing the selected storage space (see 
paragraphs [0069] and [0074]. Only one version can be active at a time, so selecting 
another version will deactivate the current system version). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have further modified Tichv by the teaching of Farberet 
al., since Farber et al . teaches that "Knowledge of application sets allows a system 
administrator to implement effective strategies for backup and recovery, disaster 
recovery, storage assignments, performance analysis, archiving, selective partial 
archiving, relocation, replication, capacity planning and other activities that streamline 
administrative procedures and assure the integrity and consistency of an application 
set, thereby maximizing the integrity, availability and reliability of data stored within the 
stored information system" (see paragraph [0025]). 

As to claim 3, Tichv as modified teaches a method according to claim 1. 

Tichv as modified does not teach further comprising deactivating the elected 
storage space corresponding to the provided system version. 

Farber et al . teaches further comprising deactivating the elected storage space 
corresponding to the provided system version (see paragraphs [0069] and [0074]. When 
another version is chosen, the provided version will be ^deactivated'). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have further modified Tichv by the teaching of Farber et 
af., since Farber et al . teaches that "Knowledge of application sets allows a system 
administrator to implement effective strategies for backup and recovery, disaster 
recovery, storage assignments, performance analysis, archiving, selective partial 
archiving, relocation, replication, capacity planning and other activities that streamline 
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administrative procedures and assure the integrity and consistency of an application 
set, thereby maximizing the integrity, availability and reliability of data stored within the 
stored information system" (see paragraph [0025]). 

As to claim 9, Tichv as modified teaches the apparatus of claim 8. 

Tichv as modified does not teach wherein the means for selecting a storage 
space comprises means for deactivating an active system version to free the selected 
storage space. 

Farber et al . teaches wherein the means for selecting a storage space comprises 
means for deactivating an active system version to free the selected storage space (see 
paragraphs [0069] and [0074]. Only one version can be active at a time, so selecting 
another version will deactivate the current system version). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have further modified tichv by the teaching of Farber et 
al., since Farber et al . teaches that "Knowledge of application sets allows a system 
administrator to implement effective strategies for backup and recovery, disaster 
recovery, storage assignments, performance analysis, archiving, selective partial 
archiving, relocation, replication, capacity planning and other activities that streamline 
administrative procedures and assure the integrity and consistency of an application 
set, thereby maximizing the integrity, availability and reliability of data stored within the 
stored information system" (see paragraph [0025]). 
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As to claim 10, Tichv as modified teaches the apparatus of claim 8. 

TIchv as modified does not teach further comprising means for deactivating the 
elected storage space corresponding to the provided system version (see paragraphs 
[0069] and [0074]. When another version Is chosen, the provided version will be 
'deactivated'). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have further modified Tichv by the teaching of Farberet 
al., since Farber et al . teaches that "Knowledge of application sets allows a system 
administrator to implement effective strategies for backup and recovery, disaster 
recovery, storage assignments, performance analysis, archiving, selective partial 
archiving, relocation, replication, capacity planning and other activities that streamline 
administrative procedures and assure the integrity and consistency of an application 
set, thereby maximizing the integrity, availability and reliability of data stored within the 
stored information system" (see paragraph [0025]).
